Remarks 

The Rejection 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the allowance of claims 10-12 and claims 34-36. 
Claims 30-32 have been amended to cure the section 112 rejection and should now be 
allowable along with their dependent claims 31 and 33, as is recognized by the last office 
action. This now leaves independent claim 2 1 and its dependent claims. 

Independent claim 21 was rejected under section 102 in view of Robinson and under 
section 1 12 because of confusion over language concerning cooking temperature. Claim 25 
which directly depended from claim 2 1 and specified a reciprocating pump was allowed over 
art (subject to the section 112 rejection made against it and some other claims). As with 
some of the other claims, claim 2 1 has been amended to cure the section 112 rejection. It has 
also been amended to include the reciprocating pump recitation of claim 25. Hence, claim 25 
which was previously allowed over art has been canceled and claim 2 1 should be clearly 
allowable along with it now pending dependent claims 26-27. Applicants respectfully submit 
that the deleted language concerning the holding tank and initial heating temperature should 
not affect the patentability of claim 21. 

Applicants respectfully submit pending claims 10-12 (at least two holding tubes); 21, 
23 and 26-27 (a holding tube and reciprocating pump); 30-36 now should be passed to issue.

Applicants' attorney understands that the documents concerning the addition of 
Prochnow as an inventor have been placed in this application file. Previously, they were 
incorrectly in serial no. 10/684,074, but as applicants' attorney understands it, these materials 
now have been placed in this application.
